When  I  pray,  I  usually  thank  God 
for  the  great  day  he  has  given  to  me,  for 
my  family  and  friends,  for  those  in  trouble, 
for  my  problems  and  for  future  events.  I’m 
really  not  exactly  sure  what  to  pray,  but  I 
know  that  prayers  help! 

Prayer  is  opening  the  door  for  life,  and 
prayer  is  life  because  it  is  the  ultimate  com¬ 
munication  with  the  ultimate  God — in  a  way 
that  offers  no  limits  but  the  limits  of  your¬ 
self. 

Intercessory  Prayer:  Your  turn  to  pray  for 
people  around  you,  people  you  know 
about,  the  church,  the  world.

This  reminds  me  that  God  works  through 
people,  strangers.  Be  prepared  for  the 
unlikely  person  to  come  and  be  your  friend. 

At  school,  a  friend  and  I  have  “pinky 
prayers”  right  before  geometry  tests.  We 
quickly  link  pinkies  and  pray  for  each 
other — not  that  it  always  helps  the  grade, 
but  it  gives  us  confidence  to  make  the  best 
of  our  ability. 

Intercessory  Prayer:  God,  be  as  close  to 
my  friend  as  my  friend  has  been  to  me. 
Comfort  him  through  his  hardships,  as  he 
comforted  me  through  mine. 

Action  Sugggestion:  Get  together  with 
one  or  two  friends  and  pray  for  each  other, 
for  your  families,  and  for  your  other  friends. 
Then  keep  track  of  what  happens.
